How peaple managed io live with 
prices of the necessaries of life so high 
as they were,—flour $15 to $20 per 
100 pounds and bacon 30c to 50c a 
pound,—is not so easily answered.

A large and sudden 
increase of numbers would have caused 
2 famine. Another part of the an- 
swer i3 that money which is now spent 
gn luxuries then had to be paid out 
for bare necessities... The conditions of 
life were therefore barder and its 
pleasures cor ‘espoudingly less. But 
people did not come for what the coun- 
try was but for what it was going to 
be,—for what they could make of it, 
and out of it. They,.put up ‘with then 
conditions for ‘he sake of securing a 
better place in the new conditions 
they expected to come end which they

It was 
started under difficult conditions 
but with the expectation of early and 
rapid development of ithe Saskatche- 
wan valley, with Edmonton its 
nietropolis. The <istance from Win- 
nipeg, and the slowness and infre- 
quency of the mail service, gave :the 
newly completed telegraph line an 
advantage ia tbe transmission of 
news that the present line does not 
possess. Aftlbouch few. in oymber the 
people were enterprising and ambit- 
igus, and the idea of publishing a paper 
Grime the telegraphic news three 
weeks abead of the mail struck them 
just right. They had during the year 
before secured an extension of the gov- 
ernment line from Leduc to Edmonton, 
em : 
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scription. Appearances did not count 
with them, lt was the news they 
wanted, and no paper ever feceived 
a more enthusiast'* welcome or a more 
hearty support than did the Bulletin 
during the issue of i's first volume, 
from Dec. 6th, 1880, to March J&vb, 
1881, when the size of its pages was 
5x6 inches, and the subscrigtion price 
was $2 for the “erm. 

Publication was suspended during 
the summer of 1881, not for lack of 
support but because the editor was ab- 
sent in Winnipeg. It was resumed, on 
Nov. ist of 1881, and since that time 
rain or shine, lair or foul, in peace or 
war has never missed an issue. The 
size of page had been increased to 
6x9 1-2 inches, and on Oct. 29th, 82, 
it was again increased to 9x12 inches. 
At that time the Bulletin was very 
kindly spoken of by some of its eastern 
contemporaries as the model paper of 
Canada. ; ; 

So far the growth of tha paper had 
been fairly rapid, and the conditions 
Comparatively favorable. But theez- 
pectations of early deve'opment of the 
Saskatchewan valley were not realiz. 
ed. The present southern route was 
adopted by the C. P. R., and in 1883, 


when it was hoped the railroad, would | 


have reacaed Edmonton, it had been 
built to Calgary and Edmonton and 
the Saskiichewan valley were side- 
tracked intefinite'y. The succeeding 
years until the compleiion of the C. 
& E. in 1891, were years of struggle 
and disappointment, With the final 
completion of the railway to Calgary 
in ’83, most of the boomers who had 
rushed to Edmon‘e. in ’80 and = '81 
rushed away as_ rapidly to other 
points. The merits of the — district 
were no longer considered. The C. P. 
R. was going to make a country else- 
where, and all the power of the press 
and goverrment was exerted not only 
to attract attentiou to the good ppints 
of the region served by the C. P. R., 
but to detract from the merit of the 
country which it had ignored. Only 
-he man who was too stubborn to quit 
could stay, or did stay, in those years. 
But that was the kind of people who 
had. travelled so far |tof find a country 
that suited them. The Edmonton 
folks were stayers, the country was 
good, and even at the worst progress 
was made and population increased. 
With the Bulletin it was as with the 
rest of the town and district, a 
matter of hanging on, rather than of 
making jTogress. The tide was 
against us, und the best’ that could be 
done was to keep from being swept 
away. 

At last the tide turned, It was 
demonstrated that even the C. P. R. 
could not make a country where na- 
ture had not so intended. It became 
necessary in the interest of the C. P. 
R. itself to undertake the develop- 
ment of regions that were capable of 
development, and as 2 result! of the 
efforts and staying yowers of its 
pioneers the Edmonton district was 
chosen for development. The Calgary 
& Edmonton railway was completed 
in 1891, and although it took some 
little time for the people ta be- 


the ten succeeding years have been a 
time of steady and indeed rapid grow- 
th in town and country, and it would 
seem to be only atthe beginning yet. 
The Bulletin which was at a stand- 
still from °82 to 91, became a semi- 
weekly in May, ’92. Since then it has 
been enlarged several times. In No- 
*vember, 92, in January, ’93, in June, 
93, in December, °96, and in Novem- 
ber, 99. It now publishes six six- 
column pages twice a week, and is gen- 
erally acknowledged io be one of the 
best newspapers ir the Territories. 
To-day we stand where we did 21 
years ago, in expecta*ion again of the 
immediate opening up of the Saskat- 
chewan valley by railway construc- 
tion. If we are rot. again disap- 
pointed the »exi five years will see 
a greater development here here than 
did the preceeding twenty. In that 
development the Bulletin bopes to play 
an important part, and confidently ap- 
peals on, the strength of the record of 
a Jife time for ‘hat measure off sup- 
port which alone renders possible its 
existence and efforts in aid) of that 
developinent. The batile for the new 
and greater development is on,—it is 
not yet over. Who 
and who hurt at the outcome depends 
greatly on the pari taken. Jutelli- 
gent effort is as necessary, as it ever 
was to promote progress and protect 
established intecests. As population 
increases the influence of a newspaper 
increases also, if it is accorded : the 
confidence of ihe people. No effort 
has been spared in the past! to de- 
serve thit confidence and no effort to 


retain it will be spared for the future.

The 
pupils are drawn mainiy fron the re- 
serve but none who cam piead poverty 
and need of education are excluded. 
The children reside in the school, are 
boarded and clothed by the school and 
thus isolated as far as pussibie from 
the conditions surrounding child-life 
om the reserve. 

Since becoming engaged in the work 
of the school Mrs. Matheson, who acis 
principal or matron, attended 
Trinity College, Toronto, and gradu- 
ated in medicine. Beside herself the 
staff of teagbers comprises three lady 
teacbers, Miss Phiilips, Miss Shaw, and 
Miss Busseli. ‘he latter is now leav- 
ing the school aud, two lady; teachers, 
Misses Cuntingbam aod Warren are 
en route from the east ta join, the 
staff. Geo. Young is in chatge of the 
outside work of the school. Three 
graduates of the school are now ait- 
tending college, oue each at St. Johns, 
Winnipeg, Emmanuel, St. Albert and 
Wycliffz, Tovonte.. 

The maintenance of chis institution 
is naturally a serious problem. Be- 
side ihe grant from ihe Northwest 
government and the tuition fees re- 
ceived from the Indian departuent for 
the education of Indian children, there 
is no regular source of income save the 
small salary paid Mr. Matheson. Yet 
no golicitation on behalf of the school 
is permitted im any form. Neither do 
the natives om tne reserve contribute 
to its support. The Woman's Auxil- 
iary of the church contributes in large 
measure tbe clothes and bedding ne- 
cessary and contributions from one 
sourse and another have raver failed 
to keen up the -upply. Mr. Matheson

AS TO TYPHOID. 

Typhoid fever is not personaily con- 
tagious. Avsording to Dr. Lock wood, of 
Bellevue hospital, New York, whose 
recent work is recognized as being the 
most authori‘ative. there are three 
primary sources of infection: 

ist. Direct infection through typhoid 
infected clo*hirg. 

2nd, Contamination of water supply. 
This is the most general, and until re- 
cently was considered almiost the sole 
source of infection. 

3rd. From centamination of the food 
eaten, the typhoid germs being pres- 
ent, milk or other liquid through its 
being diluted or made with water con- 
taining the bacibli. Infection has often 
been traced to milk cana and other ves- 
sels baving ‘eeu wasbed with water 
charged with germs of the disease.
